His farewell was one of those events 
In his life which CumniiHgioiier Pollard 
brushes aside with the remark, " In 
every way, n credit to the Army"; but, 
wo must n^d, "a ffosh seal ot the Divine 
favor upon an imbroten coni5C<-rntlon to 
the purpose of hU life, and a mark of the 
deep, Impcrishii!)].-! ,-i !Tei--iIou towards him 
porsonQlly," which, In itself, is a reward 
well worth living for.

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L— THE ANCIENT GREEKS 



In April of 334. B. C, AJesander cross- 
ed the Hi'Ui'Fp&ul and steered his owi: 
vcKFel, beius also the first to leap on 
Bbore in Asm Minor, The Pereian Ggu- 
cral Tvanred to Etarve out the Gre*kg by 
b-,:^-!iinj; and deftroying everything b.^ 
fore them, but the Governor ol the Trov- 
iiiee would not consent to that* A bat- 
tle was fongbt on the banks pf the Biver 
Granicue, which resulted in a gT.?at vie- 
torv for the Greeks. Xo Fersian army 
was left in Asia Minor, for those soldiers 
who had not been killed fled in terror 
and diBpersi-d entirely. 

Alexander did not allow bis troops to 
plunder the conntry, and appointed a 
Greek Governor. Ephesus and Sardiu 
Biirrendei'ed without a blow. At Gor- 
dium Alexander was shown in the Tem- 
ple by the Priests a pecnliarly-knotted 
withe, and was told that the man wh^ 
euuld undo the knot should be ruler of 
Asia. AJesander qnickly drew hJB svvord 
BDd cut the knot asunder. So the Gor- 
dion knot waa in ancient times a proverb 
with the Eimc cieauiaB as the egg of 

In the spring he dashed througb the 
Taurus Sluuntaine to take Tarsus and 
tut off the Persians from Syria. Being 
(.-.i-rheaLcU one day he bathed in an ice- 
cold mouaUiiu stream, and nearly died 
in eoDsequenrp, Philip, the ijuysician, of- 
fered a draught to cure Iiim, at the same 
time a Setter arrived warning Alexander 
that Philip had been bribed to poison 
him. He eamly took the cup and drank 
while he held out the letter with the 
other hand to the physician. 

Dsrius, iu the ineanlime, was advanc- 
ing with a huge army and with oriental 
pomp and spleuuor. A silver altar with 
the sacred fire, and the priests and 
paraphernsiin in ahundante went before 
the army. The King's mother, his wife 
and her children, and GO inferior wives 
accompanied the march. The Royal 
baggage was carried by COO mules and 
300 camels. 

With some skill Durius pa.ssed behind 
Alexander, who hud advanced into Lyrja 
without guarding the passes behind him. 
The Greeks received tidingB in time to 
turu and attack the Persians near Issas, 
Uaijiing nu immense victory. When 
DnHusi Eaw his iLiUjuiluls giviug way 
he fled in terror ■.■:: liorsD-back, ItmiuH 
everything behind. Alexander found 
Darius' mother in the Royal tent and 
treated her with every courtesy. 

Next he turned into Syria and Phoe- 
nicia and besieged '3yre, which was bnilt 
on an island, o little way from the shore. 
Having been nnsutcessful in the attempt 
to build n causeway from shore, he 
turned to Sidon, conquered it and tooK 
it-i ships to besiege 'i'yrc, which surrend- 
ered after five nionths' of toil and diin- 
ger. He then marched on Gaza, the 
Philistine city, wljiih was bravely de- 
fended, but wa.f stormed nt the end of 
four months. The cilizens were cruelly 
slauirhtered. Alcsandei^ut once marched 
up the steep road to .Jerusalem, where 
he expected another long siege. At his 
approach, however, a procession came oul 
of its gates to meet hira ; all the pricMts 
und levitCH in white, bordered with blue, 
headed by Jaddua. the High Priest, in 
his sacred robes and pa ered mitre benrinc 
the inscription, "Holiness unto the Lord.' 
So he had been commanded by God in a 
vision. When Alexander beheld the 
sight, he threw himself from his horse 
and adored the mitre, sn.ving that before 
he had left hor^p, he had seen just sii<h 
n form as he now heboid, which bade 
him not to fear, fi r he hhould he led into 
the East and be the Lord of ail Persia. 
Then the High Priest took Aleinnder to 
the outer court of the Temple and show- 
ed h:.!! the propheales uf ririnicl iind 
Zeeharinh, where his own conquest was 
foretold.

Captain Bowerlug's Story, 

I *iji» bom at Bay Hol*rta, NHd., Kov- 
lijlh, ISffii; saved Murch 2ytli, lb84 j 
joined the Army April IDti. 1SN7 ; v.-eiiL 
as Ciidet to St. Johns with Captain 
Knowcley, Feb. IGth, 1S8S, where we 
had the joy of beelng many seek aalva- 
liun. Nine months there, and then lo 
Bonavisla as Lieutenant with Cai)taia 
Uoar. It was qnite a change, yet ive 
pat in a hte°>^ time, quite a few soujfhi 
and found salvation, both at corps aud 
outpast. Our barracks was a very poor 
old house with partitions taken out, 
ceilings very low, no stove all winter, 
und both rain and snow came in ,- oftcu 
there isiood a pool of water where the 
penitent form was, yet we had a packed 
building all the time. Frequently when 
going to the Snnday meetings we would 
see Boniethiug like steam coming ujj 
through the chimney. This was just die 
breath of the people. You would thiuk 
sometimes it was a fire in the old fire- 
plac-e. Next cjnue Fottaiie, my first corps 
as Captain in charge, where for the 
twelve and a-half months' stay we bujlL 
a barracks aud saw over 50 souls saved ; 
quite a few of ihese were enrolled an 
soldiers. Then followed Twillingate tor 
three months, and on to Burifl, whore we 
had a splendid time with Cadet Day. 
We had the joj of orcinij *>-t<.> ;ouIo ii 
rlio Mcriy Seat ; our Soldiers' KoU went 
from 20 to 77. and a number of rucruiia 
were ready for enrolment when we left. 
To Ijibrador next. Lient. (now Ca|it.l 
Bradbury end 1 sot i^hipwrecked, hut saw 
a few souls saved.

But what seems 
more likely than any of these supposi- 
tions is that the devil pinycd upon the 
man's wcakcEt point, and induced him 
to deadly sin by that temptation to 
which he would most readily yield, Thi 
man had already shown himself full ot 
greed.

1 may 
know what amount of money is likely 
to he required at the expiration of four 
weeks. The plan we have adopted is to 
sell the grdin at n reduction of twenty- 
five per cent, on the current price. Wo 
shall afford dlaereiiouary power to the 
nicer in charge of each depot, to ^vc, 
under special clrcnmetances, free grain 
up to the amount of five rupees i)er week 
at small depots, and np to eight or ten 
rupees per week at the larger depots.

ARGENTINA. 

By STAFF-CAPT. W. BONNBTT. 

The Argentine is the second largest of 
tbc ten republics which form the South 
American Cuutiuent, and viewing it from 
n commercial standpoint, it is the most 
prosperous. It covers more tcrritorr thin 
all of the United Stntes east of the Mis- 
sissippi, and has a population of over 
four million souls. The country is yearly 
growing in importance, and the statistics 
published in 180S show that the exports 
and imports brnught ia a leveuue oi 
thirty million dollars more than the pre- 
ceding year. The excess oi exports over 
imports in the same year amounted to 
thirtj--two million dollars. The territory 
is divided u|) into eightten Slates, all of 
which have their separate governments. 

Bucoos Ayres is the capital of the Ar- 
gentine, nnd the seat of the Federal 
Government. It' has a populatioh of be- 
tween 700,000 and 800,000 inhabitants. 
The city was founded in Jane, IGSO, hy 
Juan de Qaruy, who marched with sixty 
volunteers from Asuncion, the capital of 
Pnrngnay. General Mondozn, forty-five 
years previously, landed some troops and 
mndc an attempt to establish a city, bnt 
was finally driven out hy the Indinns. 
He found tbe climate so balmy and the 
air so pure, that he called his own town 
of huts, as it was then, Bnenos Ayros— 
good air — and when Gnray aueceedcd, he 
culled It by the same name. Hence the 
origin of its present name. 

A great portion of the land is low and 
flnt, with rich soil at'mirably suited for 
cattle and sheep rearing ; also corn 
growing. There arc nn trees, conse 
(inontly in order to sow it with corn it 
only requires ploughing over nnd it is

URUGUAY 

is the smallest and richest country south 
of the cauat"r. It lies nt the month of 
the Kio de la Plata, just across the wny 
from tht Argentine Bepahlic, and nt the 
east comer of Brazil. It is about tiit 
size of North Dakota, and has a popula- 
tion not exceeding 850,000 ; about twelve 
to the square mile. Topographicnlly It 
differs very much rrom the Argentine. 
The country is covered with small hill.';, 
nnd none more than 2,000 feet high, tlic 
greater part of which is made np of rich 
pasture. It Is well watered. There are 
plentj- or rivere. and streams, and but 
very few swamps. The climate is auch 
that the grass is green nil the year round 
and there nre millions of cattle, nutvp 
and horses kept. In addition to the rivers 
which run through the country, it iu s!- 
mosi surrounded with -water. 

TiiS KMlthlert Clt«. 

The cities arc not very large iu Uru- 
guay. There are only about four with a 
population more than 12,000 p-iftij'e. 
Ziionteviaeo is the capital of Uruguay, 
and it is considered the healthiest and 
cleanest city on the continent. Built tin- 
on [he tongne of a rock which ruus into 
the Bio dc la Plata, the streets all drain 
into the river, and every time it rnine 
iiie city gets a wnfihiug. Thope ia no 
chance for stagnant pools. The houses 
are better built than the other South 
American eities. They are made of 
Atone, quarried near by, nod are in ar- 
chitecture very much like the cities of 
Europe. 

The money in Crusuay is quite differ- 
ent to that of the Argentine— much raoro 
satisfactory ; it is on a solid gold basis, 
end for an English pound you get ^.70, 
and for a North American dollnr only 
90 cents. 4,. 

The Slate religion of both the Argen- 
tine nnd Uruguay is Roman Catholic, 
bnt Protestants arc welt treated and pro- 
tected in every woy by the authorities. 
Tlie spiritual condition of Ibe people, 1 
regret to say, is nt n very luw ebb, and 
South America has been very rightly 
termed the neglected continent. There 
are less evangelical workers than in any 
other part of the worid. True, lately a 
little interest baa been manifested in 
South America, and several preachers 
have come from the United States and 
England, but, comparatively speaking, 
they nre only like a drop in the ocean, 

Hm Our tforh ProgrMies. 

The Salvation Army work was com- 
mcDCcd on tbe 1st of January, 1890, and 
it has made steady but solid progress 
ever since. It now stands on n- belter 
footing, has more soldiers and ndhcrentK 
than ever before. It ia also better under- 
stood by the public generally. The press, 
without one exception, Iif always ready 
lo speak in our favor. We now hove 
twenty corps and outposts, forty-two 
oCBcers, two night shelters and two la- 
bor bureaus. More than half of the 
offlcera have been raised in the country, 
and the rest have been sent out from 
Enropc and the United States. Last 
year, in the night shelters, 43,5t)a mealii 
were supplied to the poor people, and 
24,045 beds occupied l^ persons who 
would in all probability have been in 
the street had it BOt betr. for our slid- 
tens. The majority paid a nominal sum 
for admission, nnd the rest were free. 

Three tnounnnd and ninety-two dollars 
and ninety-one cents were raised for 
Sclf-Dcntal fund this year — yearly ^500 
more thnn any previous effort. Up tt. 
the present we have not been able to 
extend our borders outside of the Argen- 
tine nnd the Uruguay Itepubllos, and 
there still are several towns in these two 
Itepublios which could be opened If wc 
only had the moucy and ameers, witlwut 
sn.ving anything jibout nil the other 
eeuntricB which arp not yet touched. 
Business men In the United Stntes arc 
taking a <tp<>p interest in the Argentine 
HcpabJlc, iiuu there may be Eomc v.'lio 
would like to do something for its spirit- 
ual needs, and any money given to oni 
work \iuu!u be well spent.

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EventH of the day arc directing eveiy- 
body^a eyes on South Africa, where Brit- 
ish uud Buer are ongneed in deadly com- 
bat. It lyiil, therefore, be desirable to 
give some detailed description of the 
countries involved in the war, and the 
causes that led up to It, 

The Cnpc of Good Hope waK dis- 
covered first by Bartholomew Diaz, the 
Portugese navigator, in 1480. The Kiag 
of Portugal gave the cape its present 
name, because its discovery gave hope of 
a new nnd easier way to East India, tlie 
great object of all maritime expeditions 
of that age. The Portugese were nt- 
trncted by the lichea of East India, 
aud did pot care for the posscssiou 
of the unpromising cnpc. Tlie practical 
Dutch, however, who, on the decline of 
the Portugese power, established them- 
aelves iu thi* TJniat, saw the importance of 
the Cnpc of Good Hope as a station 
where tbeir veaacia could take in water 
and proviaions. In 1052 tlie Dutch East 
India Co. sent a small party of Colonists 
there to form n settlement. The country, 
was then !nh,".b;tcd by tue Hottentow. 

In 1705 the colonists became ■evolu- 
tionary and attemnted to throiv off the 
Dutch yoke. The British sent a fiet't 
to support the authority of the Frjnec of 
Orange, and took possession in his name, 
ruling by British Governors until 18U2, 
when it was restored to Holland, In 
3 son, on the renewal of war, the Britiah 
.~s^t-i yusaossea it, and it was finally 
ceded by the King of the Nctherlnnds, 
in 1815, to Great Britain on payment of 
a consideration. 

Cape Colony. 

The C.-,r.6 Cuiuny originally was situ- 
ated ouly humcdiately near the Cape ol 
Good Hope, but grndrally encrwii^hed 
upon the country to the north. In 1805 
KalTrarin was added ', in 1871 Bhnuto- 
land, and later on other small parts. 
(Jri 'uaiund West, better known iis the 
South African Diamond District, wa^i 
also annexed iu ISTl. In it is situated 
Kimberley, the centre of the Diamond 
Mining industry. One of the largest 
diamonds found here weighed 83 karats, 
aud was sold at .?5r),000. Larger onac 
have been found since, one as heavy as 
200 karats. The colony is governed by 
a Purli(inient, and the Qutcii is repre- 
sented by a Governor. 

Natal. 

Natal la a Britiah Colony to tfic Eas, 
of Cape Sotuny. It has some valn.ible 
-. coal mines. The Colony was nauexed in 
184C, aud ia administered by n Liout.- 
Go>rrnor, under the control of tbe Gov- 
ernor of Ciipe Colony. It bus a Legis- 
lative Council of 30 members. The 
nntivoB, moiitly rcfugcoE from Zululaud, 
form by far the majority of tbe popu- 
bitioa, 

Zululand. 

This territory lies irnihediately tu the 
north of Nntal, and has a coast line of 
about 130 miles. The Zulus nre a 
powerful nec;ro-tribc, which has a great 
fighting record behind it. The pres- 
ent population con hardly be estimated, 
hut it ia said the Zulu army coutniiia ^3 
-" regiments oi 40,400 men In all. 'J he 
.■^ Zulus came first into contact with the 
wnitc race about 1780, when trading was 
established with the Portuguese lucrch- 
aut.s. In 182G the King o( the Zulus 
, - granted a portion of the present Nntnl 
,: Colony to Lieut. Farewell, an English 
2" naval offlcer. In 1873 the Zulu n,itioii 
~.. appealed to the Nntol Government to 
J;; iJicKJde over the installation of Cctch- 
. r: wayo 03 Klug, and this request wnh 
f acceded to. 

.- The Trauavnnl Boers, in tbe mcnnriiie. 

j.^ had encroached upon Zululand, which 

■- exposed the British Government to urg- 

- out appeals on the part of the Zulus. 
The Br,arB consented to settle the bound- 
ary question by arbitration, and a com- 

- mission of three British omeorn pro- 
■ 1 nouuced a decision in June 1878, moinly 

in favor of the Zulus, The British in- 
vaElon of the Ziilnland took place in 1870 
nnd the Kliig captnreii and conveyed to 
Citiie Town. The Zulu eountry was 

- portioned out among thirteen chiefs. . 

This arrangement was not satisfactory 
atd In 1882 (he British G OTernuient re- 
solved to restore iCctchwnyo to power. 
Then followed considerable fighting, 
which ended by a rc-division of Zulnlnnd. 
_ tlio e.'iBtcrn imrt being added to the 
TiiiuBvaal, 

The South African Republlo and the 
Orange Prao BittUi. 

The South African Itepublic, or Trans 
vaal, Is of comparntlve recent origin. Its 
history begins with the "Great Trek,'' or 




general eKuJuB of lUe Cape Colony Boern 
(Boer Is the Dutch name for fnrmer) 
whu were dissatlsUcd with the lirjtiah 
policy, and, therefore, removed north- 
ward in large numbers between 1833 
and 18ii7. In 1830 some thousands had 
crossed the river Vaal, and so reachea 
the "Trans-Vanl" cnuutiy, then luosLly 
under the rule of a powerful Zidu Chict. 
To avenge the uiaaaacre of some emi- 
grant bands, the Boers attacked and 
utterly defeated the Zulu Chief in 1837, 
The next year the hitter retired to tne 
north of the Limpopo (which now forms 
the northern boundary of Triinsvnnl), 



Sir Shepstone. The action of the Glad- 
stone Government, which restored in- 
ternal independence to the Transvaal, 
served to mollify this hatred, .ind there 
haa been comparatively little friction be 
twecn the two peoples until the fabulous 
discoveries of gold at I he Band, followed 
by the mushroom growth of Johannes- 
burg. The foreign population, especially 
the BJuglish-speaking portion of it, in- 
creased rapidly until tbey almost out- 
numbered the Boera. The Boers -.vere 
suspicious of the nitlanders desiring lo 
oust them out of the country, 
to which they had retired to 



ered residence in .the; tuimt-y, 
and no vote until citizenship had 
been gained. Iu 1896 Capt. Jamm.'ji, 
with a police force ol the British South 
African Chnrte.'sd Company, um-tii'ii- 
cdly made a raid into the Transvaal with 
a view to forcing a change of policy, ur 
government, but was defeated by the 
Boera, who "got wiud" ut the nffair and 
captured the venturesome leader, who 
was' brought to England and placed be- 
fore a court there for iuv.idiiig n friendly 
country. This again increased thc;Boers' 
Buspiciou, 

In 1808 a petition waa sent to I he 
Queen hy British subjects residing in the 
. Transvaal imploring aid to secure a 
better franchise law— education in Dutch 
aud English iu the pnblic schools, aud 
several other demands. The Colonial 
Secretary, Mr. Chamberlain, nrrauged 
for a meeting between President Kruger, 
of the Tiauavual, and Sir Alfred Mil- 
ncr, ths British Commissioner for South 
Africa to discuss tbe complaints of the 
Uitlanders, and, it possible, come to .in 
agreement. This meeting proved unsuc- 
cessful. Direct negotiations were eon- 
tiuucd between the two Governments, 
and lengthened into a seemingly inter- 
minable esohange of correspondence, de- 
mands, proposals, withdrawals aud 
throots. in the roenntimc both Govcru- 
ineuts hnd also continued fortifying 
theniselves. The Transvaal bought great 
stores of ammunition and iPlngland 
strengthened her forces in South Africa. 
Finally nil endeavors to setUe the differ- 
ence by peaceful means were cut short 
by the ultimatum sent by President 
Kruger demanding nmons other items 
that the increase of British troops ih 
South Africa should at once cease, other- 
wise a non CGmpliiuict: would be consid- 
ered equal to a dechirntion of war. 




Mornlns Market, Johannesbura-. 
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leaving the country in the hands of tbe 
Boers. Their position was very Insecure, 
however, as uuother Znlu Chief, Din- 
gnnn, attacked the Boera from the east 
and killed many, the climax being the 
slaughter of 800 Irekkers in 1838, At 
this juneture tbe emigrants were saved 
by Andrics Pretorius, who checked Diri- 
gaan, and in January, 1840 defeated tin- 
Zulus entirely. Dingaan was soon mur- 
dered and Natal proclaimed a Boer re- 
public, but the Britiah occupation of 
that territory in 1843 induced tbe Boers 
to retire across the Drakcnbcrg Jloun- 
tains in two bnude. The southern divis- 
ion settled in the present Orange Free 
State, the northern band paaaed again 
into the Transvaal. After much con- 
fusion, that country, by the British Gov- 
ernment signing the Sand River con- 
vention. In January, IfKa, wea virtually 
declared as politically indoiiondent. 

In 18C7 diamonds and gold were dis 
covered, and cousod a great infiiix ot 
a foreign pepulution, niiu in 18Y0 Sir 
Theophiliis Shcpsfone issued a proclama- 
tion annexing the Tronsvnol nnd appoint- 
ing a British administrator. This ar- 
bitrary action gave rise to the most trou- 
blesome war England had on her handb 
for years, ending in the defeat of tbe 
British tcoopB on Mnjuba Hill. In 18,=a. 
the English Government restored the re- 
jiublie under the nominal suzerainty of 
the Queen, Enormous gold Gnds huvt 
been made since then and thousands of 
"Uitlanders" (outaidcrs) have streamed 
into the Transvaal, which is exceptionally 
ri.'h ill mincrala, including gold, silver, 
diamonds, iron, copper, lead, cobalt, sill 
phnr, saltpetre and coal,

The Boera' antipathy to the Brilbih 
rule which occasioned their exodus from 
Onpt Colony was fanned into a strong 
hatred by the arbitrary proclamation of 



follow their agricultural i)iir..iuita 
without inolcstntion, nnd being 
governed according to their ideal. Be- 
ing naturally one-sided in their views, 
they looked upon foreigners with dis 
trust. On the other hand the British, 
being used to liberal government, nnd to 
hnving a bond in the making of the inw.> 
wherever they reside, desired political 
representation— (by the franchise— powei 
to vote). The laws of the Transvaal 
prohibited forcigncra from becom- 
ing citizens only after a Iciigth- 



Prouiptly at tbe time stated in the ulti- 
matum, all comniunieatioaa between the 
two GovernientR ceased ; telegraph wires 
were cut, aud armed forces were sent io 
the frontier. 

That the end of the war will be a 
British victory cannot be doubted. But 
hoiv many promising lives must be sacri- 
ficed ; how many mcii now in possession 
of health and vigor must be crippled 

Let us pray that the time may be short 
ened, and that peace and prospcritj' may 
speedily be restored.
